District of Bright; N. Van Dellen, 
councillor Municipal District of Ar- 
ryle; MH.

The chairman called on Mr, Kindt | 


as the first speaker, who in his ad- 
dress told of the increase of the sow 
thistle, based on his investigations 
during the past two years in the 
Macleod district. He had investigated 
the banks of the Old Man river for 
a Wistance of seven miles east, and 
had found this year eight bad 
patches in that distance. He also 
had found several patches round 
Brocket about four miles west of 
the Lethbridge Northern Irrigation 
headgates. 


Some people, he said, were asking 
why they were creating such a fuss 
about a few patches of sow thistles.

At the close of Mr. Kindt’s address 
an interesting discussion took place, 
in whieh W. H. Shield, G. Walker, J.

Mr. Shield said 
that the crux of the whole matter 
lay in the hands of the Dominion 
government, and that it was for the

| ments to enforce the eradication of 
| weeds. Mr. McDonald also expressed 
| the same opinion that the govern- 
|ments should clean up their own land 
first. 

W. H. Shield and G. Walker moved 
'a resolution that a committee be ap- 
| pointed to draw up two resolutions, 
one to the Dominion government and 
the other te the provincial govern- 
ment. The committee appointed by 
the chairman, was W. H. Shield, J.
